and the brutal force by which it worked. 
Men are being made free, given 


an equal chance in the game of life. 
Democracy, after all these centuries 


of striving, is on the road to realization for all races and nations that have 


evolved far enough to grasp its possibilities. 


The world has had a new birth of freedom— we might say, its first birth 


of real freedom. 
The very spirit of the time is freeing men’s souls. 
Their 


bodies and their goods will be freed, for their own use, enjoyment and 
progress, in God’s good time, which is not far off. 


No, the whole world is not perishing. 
There is deplorable slaughter 


and destruction on every hand. 
But that is only the dark side of the war 


cloud.

eager to get the help of our men over in France. 
The same kind of a mishap

“Get o u t o f h ere” sh o u ted Jelv ek 
as h e sat u p. 
At th at th e intru d er 
d rew a rev o lv er and fired o ne sho t, 
w'hich killed Jelv ek instantly . 
The 
Negro ran d o wm th e stairway , 
the 
ro o m being o n th e seco nd flo o r, and 
escaped . 
An h o u r later C arter was arrested 
in a restau ran t less th an two blo cks 
fro m th e scene o f th e sho o ting.

spru ng a sensatio n d u ring th e trial 
wffien he repu d iated th e co nfessio n 
m ad e to th e po lice, stating it was 
fo rced fro m him by th reats o f ly nch ­ 
ing. 
Carter, 
prev io u sly 
to co ming to 
Dav enpo rt in Ju ly , 19 17 , h ad an ex ­ 
tensiv e priso n reco rd . He was twice 
co nv icted in th e Minneso ta o n grand , 
larceny ch arges and h ad serv ed term s 
at th e state pententiary th ere, being 
paro led Ju ne 15, 19 17 .

belaboring their ancient enemy. 
“ It is tini« * f« ,r th e p ublic to realize that the 
p owers <>onieri-« *d up on p ublic serv ice commissions, 
thoroughly t<su*« l and up held by the courts, are 
am p le for the p rotection of the p ublic against all 
the ev ils from which they suffered in the p ast.

The official statem ent here rep roduced was m ade 
by th e Oregon Stat« * I'uhlic Serv ice ( ’ommission in a 
decision, handed down Jan uary 5, Iff 18, p ertaining 
to th<* u t i l i t i e s <»f the city of Portland. 
Obv iously, ev ery wor<l uttered by th e state com­ 
mission is just as ap p licable to lllim ds as it is to 
Oregon, just as true with reference to Dixon as to 
the northw estern metrop olis.
